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Andover Joins 
War On Drugs

The war on drugs has gone worldwide as Colombian President 
Virgilio Barco fights his country’s drug lords and U.S. President 
peckge Bush proposes a national strategy to combat drug prob- 

ems. 

On the local battlefield, Brenda O’Brien, the school system’s 
director of health education, took the initiative for Andover last 
spring. Ms. O’Brien applied for and received a three-year grant 
from the Northeast Regional Center for Drug-Free Schools and 
Communities to battle drug use and abuse locally. The center is 
sponsored by the U.S. Department of Education and is one of five 
in the country. : 

The first year underwrote the cost of extensive training for 
school and community professionals to develop practical preven- 
tion and early intervention programs to combat drug and alcohol 
abuse. One of the merits of the program is its focus on providing 
training for educators and others to develop individualized pro- 
grams for their schools and communities, said Ms. O’Brien. 

The center trains leadership teams from all facets of the town 
in problem awareness, identification and solving techniques. The 
training enables the teams to create and implement early inter- 
vention and prevention programs. 

The center does not espouse teaching participants rehabilita- 
tion techniques, said Ms. O’Brien. 

“The training enables teachers, who see students on a day-to- 
day basis, to identify changes in observable behavior that may 
indicate substance abuse and make the appropriate referral to 
counseling and health care professionals,’’ she said. 

Part of the problem in Andover as in other communities, said 
School Committeeman Michael Frishman, who participated in 
some of the training conferences, is a growing attitude of com- 
plancency. 

“What we have are increasing large bodies of apathetic kids,” 
said Mr. Frishman. 

A lack of recreational activities and ways to get there, com- 
bined with easy access to alcohol and drugs, have left young 
people to turn to drugs for recreation, he said. 

Andover Safety Officer Jack Milne, who also attended the 
training sessions, said he got a chance to discuss related prob- 
lems with other law enforcement personnel from around the 
Northeast. From statistics they exchanged, communities share 
similar problems in combating recreational drug use by teen- 
agers, he said. 

“We (law enforcement officials) keep hearing the same thing 
from kids, ‘There’s nothing to do,’”’ said Officer Milne. 

The key to the training programs, he said, was that it brought 
people from different areas of the community together to work

The second incident came in July when 
a policeman patroling the shopping cen- 
ter at 3 a.m. saw movement in the restau- 
rant. Investigating, he found the 
restaurant manager and a 19-year-old 
bartender and determined that the under- 
age employee was drinking. 

However, Police Chief James Johnson 
said the infraction falls in a gray area.

on a common problem. 

The Andover Lions Club has also 
lent a helping hand. The proceeds 
from the club’s first golf tournament 
fund-raiser, approximately $2,500, 
will go to the schools’ and commu- 
nity Assistance, Support and Knowl- 
edge team, said Bob McKechnie, 
Lions president.

According to Indian legend, red leaves 
symbolize the killing of the Great Bear of 
the Heavens and yellow leaves represent 
the cooking fires. Whatever the cause, 
Massachusetts residents know that the 
weeks to follow will be filled with lazy, 
Indian summer days, a perfect time to 
drive along country roads, explore small 
towns and buy apples and pumpkins at 
roadside stands. Wherever their travels 
take them, visitors are always sur- 
rounded by the fiery glow of changing 
leaves. 

Massachusetts’ foliage season begins 
in mid- to late September and ends in 
mid-to late October with peak color last- 
ing for 10 days to two weeks in each area. 
The color begins in the western part of 
the state and moves eastward to Boston, 
the North Shore, Cape Cod and the is- 
lands. 

The most famous foliage route in Mas- 
sachusetts is the Mohawk Trail. Running 
across the state’s northern tier, the Mo- 
hawk Trail runs west from Orange to 
North Adams on Route 2. The trail was 
one of the first roads in the United States 
designed for automobile touring and the 
14 state parks and forests along the way 
offer many outstanding viewing opportu- 
nities. The best viewing time on the trail 
and other main roads is midweek. 

Travelers can enjoy superb color at a 
leisurely pace by driving along less-fre- 
quently traveled roads. Route 8 in the 
Berkshires runs from Sandisfield to Dal- 
ton with beautiful state forests on either 
end. The secondary roads of routes 116 
and 9 in the Pioneer Valley wind through 
rolling countryside and picturesque hill 
towns. A color show of a different nature 
awaits visitors in southeastern Massachu- 
setts where the cranberry bogs turn ruby- 
red and the blueberry and blackberry 
bushes turn a muted crimson against the 
blue sea. 

There are adventurous and innovative 
ways to view the changing colors. High in 
a hot air balloon, the foliage is an endless 
path of blazing color as far as the eye can 
see. Several Bay State balloon companies 
offer flights ranging from a sunrise flight 
for two complete with champagne to larg- 
er balloons that can accommodate up to 
seven passengers. Massachusetts balloon 
companies include Adventures of New 
Bedford, Aeronauts Unlimited, Balloon 
School of Massachuseetts and Silver Ea-

September Named 
Cat Health Month 


The American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation has declared September as Na- 
tional Cat Health Month, a public service 
effort that educates cat owners about the 
health and medical needs of their pets. 
For the fourth consecutive year, Morris 
the Cat will serve as “‘spokescat”’ for the 
program. 

During September he’ll make rounds 
with his consulting veterinarian, Laura 
Pasten, addressing a top concern: his fel- 
low felines need vital checkups and pre- 
ventative vaccines to stay healthy. 

“We all know that hindsight is 20/20,” 
said area veterinarians. “Often, we hear 
cat owners who have lost a pet regretfully 
Say, ‘I should have taken my cat to the 
veterinarian earlier. I could tell he wasn’t 
his same old self.’’’ 

According to area veterinarians, prob- 
lems arise because cats frequently hide 
their illnesses. A cat may appear to be 
the picture of health, when, in fact, it is 
suffering from a life-threatening disease. 
Often only a thorough veterinary exami- 
nation or laboratory test can detect a cat 
health problem. 

“Through Cat Health Month, we en- 
courage more and more cat owners to 
have the good vision to consult a veteri- 
narian regularly for their pets,” said area 
veterinarians. ‘‘And it’s clear our efforts 
are working. Since the program began, 
we’ve seen a dramatic increase in the 
number of feline visits to veterinarians. 
But there’s more to accomplish.” 

A recent study commissioned by the 
AVMA reveals that 40 percent of cat-own- 
ing households still do not seek regular 
medical attention for their feline compan- 
ions. As a result, millions of cats die un- 
necessarily each year from diseases that 
could have been prevented through sim- 
ple vaccinations. 

For the first time the AVMA Council on 
Biologic and Therapeutic Agents has de- 
veloped specific guidelines regarding im- 
munization schedules for cats. The report 
recommends that cats be vaccinated 
against such common feline diseases as 
panleukipenia (distemper), pneumonitis, 
calicivirus and rhinotracheitis at about 2 
months of age with repeat vaccinations at 
3 months and a yearly booster thereafter. 

Vaccines for feline leukemia, a disease 
that attacks the immune system in cats 
and affects nearly half of all felines some- 
time in their lives, should be adminis- 
tered at 2 months of age, with follow-up 
vaccinations at 3 months, 5 months and 
then annually. And, according to the 
council, cats should receive rabies vacci- 
nations at 3 months as well as annually.

Collins Center Subcommittee

The J. Everett Collins Center subcom-

At a meeting last Thursday, subcom- 
mittee member Jack Dziadul said he 
didn’t want the line between public and 
private groups blurred. ‘‘We do not want 
to confuse the issue of a private or public 
body,’’ he said. 

An eight-member board of trustees 
oversees the Andover Endowment for the 
Arts, which is a private, non-profit orga- 
nization. The board was appointed by for- 
mer Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark and 
then became incorporated for liability 
reasons. 

The subcommittee also made additions 
to recommendations for an agreement 
between the School Committee and the 
endowment.

Planners Consider 
Apartment Complex

A proposed 18-unit apartment building will top a full agenda 
for the Planning Board Tuesday night. 

Neighbors of the planned Longwood Corners apartments at 
High and Haverhill streets, who showed up at a Zoning Board of 
Appeals hearing on the project last month, are expected to re- 
turn and express their concerns over traffic and drainage issues. 

The board will review Longwood site plans and likely make a 
decision at a future meeting. ZBA members have indicated they 
will wait for input from the Planning Board before ruling on the 
special permit application submitted by Picwel Builders Inc. 

Plans call for two buildings to be built on the 64,000-square foot 
property, which currently holds one single-family home. The lot 
is the last buildable parcel in the apartment zone in that section 
of Andover and sits between two condominium complexes. 

The board will also discuss plans to develop an eight-acre es- 
tate at 290 South Main St., which is currently home to the Net- 
work, a non-profit education center. 

Owners David and San Crandall plan to turn the property into 
a group of high-priced homes to blend in with the million-dollar 
houses in the neighborhood. 

The project calls for five lots. with each home sitting on par- 
cels ranging from slightly larger than one acre to almost two 
acres. An existing home built in 1904 that houses the Network 
organization will stay on the land, 

In other action, the board. originally scheduled to strip a bond 


from developer Jack Magee in order to lay sidewalks in the 
Orchard Crossing subdivision. recently received word that work 
has been completed. 

Angry Orchard Street residents had complained to the board 
that Mr. Magee hadn’t followed through on the promised work 
When the developer failed to appear at an August board meeting 
the planners scheduled a public hearing to take the approxi- 
mately $40,000 bond.

energy sources. The $68 billion re- 
quested for the stealth bomber pro- 
gram would provide two-thirds of 
the funds needed to clean up U.S.

Congressional legislation to help 
industries diversify from military to 
economic production is pending, ini- 
tiated by Reps. Sam Gedjensen of 
Connecticut and Ted Weiss of New 
York. Our community would be wise 
to begin a dialogue with one other 
and with our legislators to support 
such planning toward true security.

Appalled At 
Cutting From 
Elder Services 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

What can you buy for $1,800? Per- 
haps a VCR and big screen TV, a 
used car? Whatever you choose to 
spend it on, it probably won’t last as 
long as you would like. Well, for 
each of the 41,000 frail older adults 


across the state, $1,800 buys a life- 
time. It buys a year’s worth of home- 
care services allowing our parents 
and grandparents to live indepen- 
dently in their own homes. 

As a lifelong resident of Massa- 
chusetts and executive director of 
Elder Services of the Merrimack 
Valley, I am appalled that in July 
the governor cut over $7 million in 
fiscal year 1990 state home care 
funds targeted to the most frail of 
our elder population. I want to point 
out that cutting back cost-effective 
home-care services will have a se- 
vere impact on the quality of life for 
our older citizens and may result in 
unnecessary institutional care, 
which is far more expensive to the 
commonwealth. 

I can’t begin to convey the diffi- 
culty Elder Services’ staff has had 
in cutting services to very frail elder 
adults. Families and older individu- 
als themselves call for assistance 
and describe their need for help. 

As our legislative delegation re- 
turns to session in September, they 
can return with even greater resolve 
to cut spending in crucial programs 
such as home care or they can re- 
turn armed with the knowledge that 
their constituents, elders and family 
members alike, want an adequate 
level of funding for programs such 
as home care. 

Frail older citizens must not bear 
the burden of the state’s financial 
woes. Our legislators need to hear 


from all of us that we want our older 

citizens, parents and neighbors to 
have access to needed services.

Football Team’s Success

Size up front, speed and power in the 
backfield, a trio of quarterbacks who can 
throw the ball and three veteran receiv- 
ers who have already shown they can 
catch it. 

With those offensive credentials it’s 
hard not to get excited about the 1989 
Andover High football team.

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Championships 
In 86th Year 


The Willows Racquet Club in North 
Andover was host to the 86th anniversary 
men’s singles and doubles tennis 
championships. 

The singles category was won by Rob- 
ert Cantu of Concord, ranked sixth in New 
England. He defeated Mike Geiger of Wo- 
burn, a newcomer to New England tennis, 
in a hard-hitting final 6-2, 6-4. 

R. Cantu paired with Ed Fenno of 
Wellesley to win the finals over sixth- 
ranked Keith Collar of Revere and John 
DeDomenico of Billerica, champions here 
in 1987 and runners-up in 1984 and 1985. 
The winning score was 4-6, 6-2, 6-3. 

Chris Post, now of Natick but raised in 
Andover, played for the 16th straight time 
in this {DaETARBAE The son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerald Post of 9 Beech Circle, Mr. 
Post has been singles runner-up on seven 
occasions and champion in 1979, 1982 and 
1985. 


This year he defeated Mr. Fenno 6-4, 7- 
5, and ran into a three-hour-and-20-min- 
ute struggle against Bob Gambale of 
Lowell, whom he defeated 7-6, 7-5. On the 
court again an hour later, he lost to even- 
tual tournament runner-up Mike Geiger 
by a winning score of 7-5, 6-1. 

First held in 1903, the Essex County 
men’s singles and doubles tennis tourna- 
men is the oldest on the New England cir- 
cuit. 

It was held at the Oldtown Country 
Club on the Parker River in Newbury 
from 1903 until the first World War pre- 
cluded such tournaments after 1916. 

’ As was the custom in early tourna- 
ments, the champion of the previous 
year’s singles did not have to play in the 
“open” tournament. Instead he ‘‘stood’’ 
against the “playing through tourna- 
ment’’ winner for a three of five set 
match to determine who held the title for 
the ensuing year. 


The Dodge family of Newburyport 
competed in and conducted the tourna- 
ments through 1916 and are reported to 
have been very successful as hosts to the 
players and as tournament managers. 

Since the Oldtown Country Club had 
not reconditioned their courts after the 
wartime hiatus, the tournament was 
moved to the North Andover Country 
Club in 1919, under the direction of the 
late Sam Rockwell and his family, who 
continue to run the men’s singles and dou- 
bles. Nine Rockwells—Mabel, Bill, Tom, 
Shawn, Charlene, Brad, Tyler, Maria and 
Tim—composed the 1987 committee. 

The tournaments moved to the Willows 
Racquet Club in 1986.

way Society. The train departs Boston on Columbus Day week- 
end and slowly winds its way to Montreal through the heart of 
foliage country. The Berkshire Scenic Railway has a short trip 
from Lenox Station north towards Pittsfield on a 1920’s vintage 
scenic excursion railroad. 

Hikers will enjoy the concentration of color in Massachusetts’ 
state forests and parks where they can hike along trails lined 
with red maples, black cherry trees, poplars and white oaks. The 
Mount Greylock State Reservation, located near the town of Lan- 
esboro in the upper corner of the Berkshire Hills, has 35 miles of 
hiking trails, including a section of the Appalachian Trail. Grey- 
lock is the highest peak in the state with a panoramce view of five 
states. 


Beautiful fall foliage is not restricted to the countryside. There 
are brilliant bursts of color across the grounds of the Arnold 
Arboretum in Boston. The arboretum contains the largest vari- 
ety of trees, shrubs, vines andplants in North America. Hikers in 
the Ipswich River Wildlife Sanctuary north of Boston can walk 
along the river and share the path with wild birds and small 
animals. 

The state forests and parks have bike trails where bikers can 
take one last ride before winter arrives. Myles Standish State 
Forest in South Carver has 18 miles of looped and nterlocking 
paved rails. The Cape Cod Rail Trail, once a series of railroad 
beds, is now a 19-mile bike path running from Dennis to 
Eastham. 


Throughout September and October, Bay Staters celebrate the 
fall season with food festivals and harvest celebrations. The Le- 
nox Apple Squeeze Festival, an annual Berkshire Hills event, 
signals the arrival of autumn and beginning of the fall foliage 
season. This country gathering offers a chance to sip some of the 
season’s sweetest cider, made from newly pressed apples just 
off the trees.
